His ot 
unexpected death came as a shoc 
to the automobile industry and to 
his many friends in this.area. Mr, 
Mason entéred the hospital a week 
ago Monday after contracting in- 
{estinal flu on a fishing trip in Wy 
oming. Examination disclosed he 
was suffering from pancreatitis 
complicated with pneumonia. 

Mr. Mason inaintained his res- 
idence in Palmer Woods and his 
office headquarters in the Nash- 
Kelvinator Building, 14260 Plym- 
outh Road. However, he spent ua 
much time as he possibly could at 
his lodge an the South Branch of 
ihe AuSable in this county. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Florence Mason, who was with 
him when he died; a,son, John 
whe arrived al Willow Run from 
Minneapolis al. the time of death, 
and another sow George W. Mason 
Ir, who came to Detroit from 
Reno, Nevada. 

Ailsa surviving are two daugh- 
ters, Miss Barbara Fead Mason, 
of Detroit, and 
Sharp-of Prenklin Hills.
